Experiments Made by Doctors Which
Were Cruel In Thelr Treatment and e
milted Fatally—Insanity Produced by
Vright.

It is said that some 20 years ago a long
wooden box, resembling a plain panper's
coffin, wight be seen inside the north
aisle of Westminster abbey. For two
days it wus passed without notice by the
many people who visited the minster,
Then complaints were mde to the police
officer at the door that the smell arising
from the body contained in the box was
not only disagreeable to pass noar it, but
that it was a disgrace to allow it to re-
main there, A strong sense of duty, said
ons of the complainants, impelled him
to draw attention to the scandal, The
policeman at once enlled a verger, who
found on inguiry that the box waa

empty and hid nover been nsed to con- |

ceal o corpse, Howover, he had the box
removed, and in this way prevented the
recurrence of the horrid smells of which
visitors to the abley had complained,

A still more curions case of the way
in which the imagination may usurp the
memses of smell and sight is recorded of n
hospital pattent. . Two Paris medical
men interested in this sabject of freaks
and delnsions of the imagination told
the patient that in order to cure him
hoth his legs wounld need be ampmtatdl.
Tho man was thundorstruck. Until thnt
moment he had imagined himself to be
improving in health.

“Oh! good doctors,” he exclaimed in
acoents of terror, “you have made gomae
mistake,
me,
my poor wife and children do to get
their daily bread?™

“Iam very sorry, my good fellow,”
responded one of the medical men, **bnt
your life depends upon the operation.”

The patient was wheoledinto the oper-
ating theater, and there, withont chlo-
roforming the man, the doctors pretend-
od to procesd with the ampntation,

“Ah," said the operator, with an as-
sumed sigh of relief, “there's oneleg off.”

“Oh, holy Virgin Mary, the pain is
frightfull I am dying," shricked the pa-
tient.

Then the operator hurriedly “‘ampu-
tated” the second log, The patient faint-
ed. 'When he came to, the doctors were
horrified to find that he had become in-
sane. He actually believed himself to
bo legless, Two months after the pre-
tended operation hedied. Up to his last
moments ho believed that his lower limbs
had gone.

phase—exaggerated, no donht—of mad- l

ness produced by an imagination too
ernelly played with by the medical men.

Few more striking instances of the
force of imagination have been givgn
than that in which a German physician
tried an experiment on three criminals
condemned to death, To complete the
fllusion he entered the large cell in
which for the purpose the prisoners were
placed, accompanied by the goveruor
and other officials of the jail,

*Now, gentlemen,” said the governor,

g the condemned men, *‘the
emperor has deeweed that each of youn
are to be executed in different ways,
You, ——," he pursued, addressing the
first criminal, “nre condemned to swal-
low a dose of poison, while you, —,"
turning to the next, “‘will be bled to
death, and you,” speaking to the last
man, who was trembling violently,
“will die from an injection of poison in
the arm."”

Eaeh criminal was placed in a chair,
pinioned and blindfolded. Then said the
governor, looking st his watch:

“Now, doctor, you may begin,”

The physicisn solemnly poured into &
cup an evil tasting but harmless liguid
and held it to the first prisoner’s mouth.
The man clinched his teeth and refused
to drink the polson,

“Kill me!™ ho oried. “Murder me in
apy way but this!" Before he could
speak again the juilers seized him and
foroed the liquid down his throat,

*He is losing blood rapidly.” The phy-
sician wont on describing the symptoms
and at length pronounced the wordas,
“Now he's dying!" For & moment the
prisoner shuddered violently, Then he
became still. The doctor looked at the
eriminal, bent hia ear to the man's heart,
and then to his dismay found that he
had actually expived.

This unlooked for resnlt, although it
merely anticipated by a day the actual
hanging of the criminal, at once caused
the experiments to be suspended. By
this time the first prisoner had recov-
ered, as though from a bad dream, but
the third man was heard slowly mur-
muring the Lord's Prayer ere he received
the “poisonons” injection. He gave a
mad ery of joy when he learned that his
death would not ocour until the morrow,

Another remarkable but less deadly
trick played by the imagination is often
noted. Many people concelve an aver-
sion for some particnlar flower, perfume
or color. One man, noted for this idio-
synorasy, hated green colors, He had a
notion—how it orignated no one can tell
—that green was dangerous to him. Ac-
cordingly he was rarely able to go out
into the conntry except at night,—Mil-
lon.

J Boxwood.
|  Among a largo class of craftsmen the
wish has long been entertained for the
discovery of a hard, compact and even
grained wood, having all the charac-
toristics of boxwood and for which it
wonld form an efficient substitute. For
many years past the gradual dimin-
ution in the supplies of boxwood and the
deterioration in its quality have proved
| serions facts in more than one ocenpa
tion, including engravers, hardwood
dealers, etc., especinlly the former, on
account of the higher price asked for
the material and the difficnlty of se-
curing it of the needed size and firmness
| of texture so s to insure the artistic
| excellence of the engraving.
While by far the most important nse
of this wood s for the engraver's art,
itis also applied to numerous other
purposes, such, for instance, ns wear
ing shuttles, mathematical instruoments,
turnery uses, carving, cabinet work,
| ete.  The fact is interesting as well as
| important that boxwood 1 the nearest
approach to fvory of any wood known
and will therefore probably increase
gradually in value as it becomes searcer.
Small wood, nnder four inches, is used
considerably by flax spinners for rollers
and by turners for various purposes,
rollers for rink skates, ete,, and if free
